The 
Saunders boy was carried to a near- 
by hospital, where he died within a

Against Bolton Painter

Indictment of J. Clyde Swanson, 34, 
painter, of Bolton, for murder of Miss 
Helen Bryant was voted Friday afters 
noon by the Fulton county grand 
jury following the investigation by 
the solicitor-general’s office of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the finding 
of the girl's body in the Chattahoo- 
chee river. Swanson is held in Fulton 
tower. 

In the true bill, the grand jury list 
ed five counts to cover the possible 
method of death, the investigators be- 
ing in doubt as to how the girl died, 
The first count is a general indict- 
ment for the murder of Helen Jones, 
alias Helen Bryant, alias Mansfield, 
alias Helen Wright in a manner to 
the grand jury unknown. The second 
count charges murder. by striking, 
beating and wounding with a blunt 
instrument, the third, murder by chok- 
ing and strangling with the hands, 
the fourth by throwing her in the 
river and drowning her, and the fifth 
by shooting her with a pistol. 

An autopsy over. Miss Bryant's 
bedy was com 
ernoon by Dr. W. x ‘Arnold under a 
court order requested by Assistant 
Solicitor-General Ed A. Stephens and 
the grand jury. : 

Dr. Arnold -Friday night said that 
he would make his report to the court 
this morning. Prior to making his 
official report, Dr. Arnold 
would rather not discuss the case in 


detail, other than to say that. he had. 


not found any outstanding evidence of 
foul play. There was no!‘ evidence of 


a blow on the head nor of broken 
bones, and he did not find any bul- 
let holes, Dr. Arnold said. Examina- 
tion was difficult because of the de- 
composed condition of the body, and

The hanging was the first legal ex- 
ecution in Kansas since 1870, with 
the exception of that of a federal pris- 
oner at Wichita in 1888. The Kan- 
sas law provides capital punishment 
only for treason. Panzran, however, 
was prosecuted under federal stat- 
utes, his crime having been commit- 
ted on federal property. 

Before his trial for murder at To- 
peka, Kan., the prisoner wrote a let- 
ter to the trial judge demanding jus- 
tice which he described as “that I 
be found guilty of murder in the first 
degree and sentenced to die.” 

Panzran was pronounced sane by 
a sanity board before which he boast- 
ed of committing 22 murders. He 
identified one of his victims as George 
Henry Momahon, of Salem, Mass.

The trail of freedom of the “famous 
four-dollar” bandit, who became a 
prosperous publisher in Chicago after 
his first escape in 1922, led through 
a narrow stretch of woods to a road 
where possibly an automobile awaited 
hfm. Bloodhounds traced Burns as far 
la the road, but the trail ended there. 


Another angle of the search is be- 
ing handled by Chicago police where 
the two women in Burns’ life—the 
jealous wife who betrayed him back 
to the Georgia law, and the blonde 
sweetheart who aroused the jealousy 
—were being checked up. 

Authorities here were inclined to 
believe ‘hat one of the two women 
may have helped Burns in his get- 
away.

SHANKLES ACQUITTED 
OF BROTHER'S ) MURDER 


Verdict of Lafayette Jury 
Reached After 2 Hours 


Deliberation. 


LAFAYETTE. Ga., Sept. 5.—(®?)— 
Huston H. Shankles was acquitted of 
the murder of his brother, Charles 
Shankles, by a jury in Walker coup- 
ty superior court Friday afternoon 
at 4 o’clock. The jury returned its 
verdict after 2 hours’ deliberation. 


When the verdict was read the 
heavily crowded courtroom broke into 
a bedlam of noise and it was some 
minutes before order could be _ re- 
stored.

kept in line with demand if profitable 
prices are to be expected next seas 
son, E. C. Westbrook, cotton and toe 
bacco specialist of the state: co-operae 
tive extension work, told farmers at 4 
rally here Friday. 


“Without doubt the acreage should 
be restricted next year to what can 
he — to the best advantage,” he 
sa ic 


The Georgia tobacco grower needs 
to establish a rotation which will 
minimize root knot damage, he said, 
Least damage from root knot is ob- 
tained when tobacco is planted after 


corn, small grain and peanuts. 

“One thing the tobacco industry in 
Georgia needs,” Mr. Westbrook said, 
“is a complete set. of Georgia ware- 
housemen who live and deal with 
Georgia people all the time. Most of 
the men who operate warehouses in 
our belt come from other states. 


“Before tobacco can be handled 
through an association it must be 
graded properly and tied in bundles, 
This, no doubt, would bring oppcsi- 
tion, but it would enable farmers to 
get more for the product. 


“Whether it woul.! be advisable for 
growers to organize now for another 
year would depend on whether as 
many as 50 per cent would be inter- 
ested in joining an association.” 

Georgia’s tobacco growers received 
an average of $75 per acre for their 
tobacco this year, he said, and it cost 
about $100 an acre to grow the crop, 

“The average loss,” he said, “was 
$25 an acre, or a total loss of more 
than three and one-fourth million 
dollars, 

“When we attempt to analyze mar- 
ket conditions we find that the com- 
panies obviously were afraid too much 
tobacco would be planted another year 
if prices were good, due to. the fact 
that prices of other farm commodi- 
ties were low. They have gens, from 
experience that nothing but low prices 
will bring acreage reduction. 

“It was generally conceded this year 
that tjed tobacco did not bring any 
more than loose tobacco. The export 
companies wanted it tied, but domes- 
tic companies were satisfied with it 
loose. 

“The export companies did not buy 
as much Georgia tobacco this year as 
they generally do. It was believed 
that their large stocks on hand and 
the unsettled conditions in China’ and 
India were responsible for this.”

Stock 

Must Go Into Open Market and 
Buy Stock To Return 
That Borrowed—Eugene Mey- 
er’s Background Fits Him for 
New dob. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Trading in 
stocks was very quiet but with sub- 
stantial gains shown in some leading 
shares. Short covering played an im- 
portant part in the higher prices 
touched. Rails joined in the upward 
price moveme..t under the leadership 
of New York Central. 

For several days there has been ac- 
tive demand in the loan crowd on the 
stock exchange floor for over 400 
stocks. Of this 400 no less than 176 
are loaning flat, which means that 
the borrowers are willing to do with- 
out the interest ordinarily collect- 
ed when stocks are borrowed to sell 
short. Rails are among the stocks for 
which there is an active borrowing de- 
mand. 7 

It has been no secret that there is 
a large outstanding short interest in 
the stock market. The fact that there 
is a demand for rails in the loan 
crowd, however, leads some Wall 
Street people to believe that at least 
part of the large outstanding short in- 
terest reflects hedging. Inasmuch as 
railroad stocks are largely held by 
investors, with the floating supply 
very small, these stocks are not usual- 
ly sold short. A holder of railroad 
stocks not wanting to part with his 
holdings but fearing an upset in rail- 
road earnings or dividends might bor-, 
row stock and go short, thus prevent- 
ing a loss. 

Sooner or later those who sell or- 
rowed stock short must go into the 
open market and buy back stock to 
return the borrowed stock. Hence in- 
formed Wall Street looks upon the 
outstanding large short interest as 
potential buying power

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German Fliers 


Pay Short Visit 
To President

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—()— 
Captain Wolfgang Von Gronau and 
Edward Zimmer, German trans-Atlan- 
tic fliers, today were congratulated 
by President Hoover and discussed 
with him the practicability of a com- 
mercial air line between ene and 
the United States. 

Before seeing the president, Von 
Gronau said the idea was entirely 
feasible. He said the ocean crossing 
should be divided into three stages, 
with bases on the west coast of Eng- 
land, Iceland and Greenland. 

The flight of the Germans was un- 
heralded and was a part of a train- 
ing brag of a German governmen- 
tal flying school which is headed by 
Von Gronav. He said no advance 
preparations were made and that their 
plane was old and lacked proper radio 
equipment. 

“If we.were able to do this and 
still get through without undue de- 
lays in the face of almost continu- 
ous storm and fog,” he commented, 
“it should not be difficult to duplicate 
the trip regularly and successfully 
with modern equipment.” 

Two other members of the German 
crew, Franz rlack and Fritz Al- 
brecht, did not accompuny Ven Gro- 
nau and Zimmer to Wasaington. 

The Germans also called »n state 
and commerce department officials 
and talked with Clarence M. Young, 
assistant secretary of commerce for 
aeronautics. After a reception at the 
German embassy tonivht they planned 
to return by train to New York tw 
rejoin theic companié6us. 


Ontario Rum Rules 
Puzzle Americans 


TORONTO, Ont., Sept. 5.—(By 
the Canadian Press.)-——United States 
tourists are encountering considerable 
difficulty in their efforts to inter- 
pret the Ontario liquor control act. 

At Simcoe yesterday five Erie, Pa., 
men were assessed $100 and costs each 
for having liquor illegally. According 
to the testimony given in court the 
men, employes of a United States 
manufacturing concern, along with 
300 others, traveled by boat to Port 
Dover on a pienic. Prior to the return 
journey they purchased liquor and 
beer which was to be consumed on the 
boat, 

Counsel instructed one of them to 
plead not guilty in order that a test 
case might be heard regarding the le- 
gality of a stateroom on the boat as a 
domicile under the wording of the act. 

“I do not see how a boat moving 
around in the water can be called a 
inan’s residence,” stated Acting Mag- 
istrate Langford. “It would be a 
travesty of justice.” He declined to 
order confiscation of the liquor. 

At a roadhouse near Toronto last 
night, police officers are alleged to 
have taken liquor from W. De- 
cumbe, Cleveland lawyer. who was 
dining there with his fiancee, and 
Gordon McArthur, Toronto barrister 
and the latter's sister.

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FREEMAN WINS 
WELTER CROWN 


Beats Young Thompson 
for Title as 16,000 Cheer 
Decision.

LEAGUE PARK, CLEVELAND, 
Ohio, Sept. 5.—()—Tommy Free- 
man, Cleveland veteran, was awarded 
the welterweight championship of the 
world here tonight. He defeated 
Young Jack Thompson, Oakland, 
Cal., negro, in 15 rounds. Thompson 
was defending his title for the first 
time since he won it from Jackie 
‘Fields in Detroit, four months ago. 
Referee Patsy Haley rendered the de- 
cision. 

Haley did not hesitate in reaching 
his verdict after the last punch went 
flying through the air. 

WINNER STUNNED. 

Thompson stood in his’ corner, 
stunned by the verdict, while Free- 
man apparently was just as much sur- 
prised as the losing champion. A 
crowd of 16,000 roared its approval 
as the hand of its adopted son was 
raised in victory. Freeman was born 
in Hot Springs, Ark. 

Haley probably reached his de- 
cision on Freeman’s dogged aggres- 
siveness, although the spectators, at 
least those in the ringside seats, were 
convinced that Thompson had the 
margin in the nine rounds on his 
masterly boxing skill. Thompson 
floored Freeman for a count of six 
with two ripping left hooks to the 
jaw in the second round and had him 
in distress at the end of the tenth 
when he landed a hard right to the 
jaw. 

Freeman made his big drive for 
the crown with the beginning of the 
twelfth round. Thompson in the pre- 
vious round had worn himself to the 
point of exhaustion by his aggressive 
attack and when the twelfth started 
his punches began to lack steam and 
his speed apparently left him. 

STIFF ATTACK. 

Thereafter, Freeman began to score 
effectively with lefts to the face and 
caused the champion to miss fre 
quently. 

Haley said he based his decision on 
the fact that Freeman landed the 
cleaner punches and scored more fre- 


quently. He credited Freeman with 
‘winning eight rounds, five going to 
| Thompson and two being even. 

| “Freeman outscored Thompson with 
| Jeft-hand jabs by at least three to 
lone,” Haley explained. ‘Thompson 
| missed and you cant give a man any 
,eredit for missing. Of course Thomp- 
ison landed the harder punches but 
(hard punches do not always win 
‘fights. Freeman made Thompson miss 
‘frequently. In fact I have never seen 
'a champion miss so many punches. 

| “When I told Thompson in the
